There is every good reason, from an economic | 


standpoint, why Japan should be content with her 
present territorial gains and to begin to formulate 
plans for further commercial expansion in the area 
thus definitely cleared.

selves regarding the lease of the Kwantung territory. 


The question is settled. Japan is through with 
territory-grabbing—for the life of thé present Tokyo 
government at least—and reducing her army and 
navy expenditures will turn herselt the develop- 
ment of those territories in China in which she has 
won, by treaty, by force and by perseverance, a 
predominant and favored position.

The most coveted territory in Manchuria is that 
in the region. of Harbin, at the junction of the main 
line of the Chinese Eastern railway with the branch 
southward to Changchun, where connection is made 
with the South Manchuria railway to Dairen and 
other seaports. Possession of this branch is needed 
by the South Manchuria to complete that system. 
Some day she will get it. The time will come—and 
it may be soon as signs now point—when it will be 
converted into a standard-guage line and cars will 
run through from the wharves at’ Dairen to the 


wharves on the Sungari riverin Harbin. The trade ~ 


on this river is of vast importance to Japan. To 
increase it she requires a treaty with both China and 
Russia covering the right of navigation on both the 
Sungari and Amur rivers. In due course she will 
obtain sanction of those treaties. Meantime she is 
organizing the trade and already is the dominant 
foreign power therein. 


The Harbin territory is the richest in all China 
in revenues, in spite of its sparse population and its 
long, rigorous winter. The Russians had done little 
during their domination of the region, beginning in 


1896, but the Chinese are moving in from Chihli and 


Shaotung at.a steadily increasing rate. Along with 
them comes the Japanese trader, with his patience, 
his diligence and his ability to guarantee either bank 
credits. or prompt shipments. Through the aid of the 
Bank of Chosen he is able to do the former and 
through the yirtual closing of the port of Viadivostek 
both by rate discrimination and by warfare between 
the Russian factions he has been able to make 
prompt shipments through the -excellent port of 
Dairen and over the South Manchuria railway, 


whose specialty is the prompt moventent of freight, 
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- Throughout its history this railway has taken lessons 
_» {rom the book of the American railways and it is the 


best system in all the Orient, not even: excepting the 


government-owned lines in Japan: In cars, engines, | 


operation and methods: of management it is an 
American railway laid dowa in Manchuria. 


Even before the allied intervention in Siberia, 
- but. especially since’ the sole occupation of the 


__ territory by Japanese troops, the Japanese merchants 


have been developing the trade centering in Harbin 
Or passing through it and there has been much 
complaint from the representatives of other foreign 
firms that they are unable to do business there in 
competition with the easy credits and prompt ship- 
ments of the Japanese. The South Manchuria railway 
denies that it delays or hampers foreign shipments, but 


- has admitted certain rebates, On the whole it is only 


natural that the Japanese should carry into Manchuria 


the slogan of the home country —Nippon for the 


Japanese. It is this teamwork, this intense pat- 
riotism, that has laid the ground work for the 
Japanese commercial expansion and is no discredit 
at all to the Japanese, however much the foreign 
firms who feel this competition may complain about 
it, as. they continually do. The Japanese saw great 


_ commercial advantages centering about Harbin and. 
_ they went after it hammer and tongs. Now with 


their leasehold in Manchuria assured they are 
preparing for the return on the capital outlay. 


It isa rich stake, the Harbin territory. Statistics 
of the Chinese postal administration, recently made 
available, afford the best index of the richness of 

- the area, in the absence of bank clearings and similar 
compilations that exist in the United States and 
other countries. Money-order remittances from

$208,400,000 is secured domestic loans, $240,- 
000,000 unsecured domestic soans, $1,020,- 
000,000 secured foreign obligations and $240,- 
000,000 unsecured foreign loans. 
the secured and unsecured domestic and foreign | 
obligations there is a further abligation of $180,- — 
000,000 of the Central government fer unpaid 

civil and military expenses which is'included 
the $1,906,000,000 noted above. The combined 
unsecured and largely overdue obligations of 
the government amount to $480,000,000 and to 
meet this great sum the government is now 
actually receiving only about $200,000 a month | 
on account of the retention of funds by the 
provincial and military officials.

of $12,240,000 and the Financial Reorganization Bonds of

$96,000,000 for the return of short term domestic and foréign 
loans, which are outside the sphere of the Consolidated 
Bonds, amount to the total of $271,031,757 (at present 
outstanding).

unable to carry. out the undertaking or to guarantee the 
repayment of which treasury notes have been issued without 


- adequate security. Whenever their repayment falls due, it 


cannot be met according to the agreement on account of the 
financial stringency of the government, and this greatly 
affects the credit of Chinese bonds abroad. Such loans are’ 
listed in Table D, so that means for their repayment may be 
devised. In addition to these, interest and capital payment 
of those loans which used to be secured on the salt surplus 
but..which were of late exchanged for the Eight Percent 
bonds as decided upon by .the Short Term -Domestic 
and Foreign Debt Commission has not been made with the 
exception of the. bonds in Japanese possession, 
arrangement for the repayment of .which, is being carr 
out. Their repayment has-now been made from the salt 
surplus. These loans are also listed in Table D. 


Besides the foreign loans in Table B, there are overdue 
German and Austrian loans amounting to $2,230,000 to the 
Germans and $34,130,000 to the Austrians. On account of 


the unsettlement of the question of the war indemnity from 


these two countries to China, thes¢ loans are still outstand- 


ing. As they are different from the ordinary foreign loans 


in nature, they are listed ina supplementto Table B. In the 
case of Germany, China has demanded a war indemnity of 
$220,000,000, and the German loan to China is far too stjiall 
to meet her liabilities in this respect. The German loan is, 
therefore, out of question so far as its repayment is concerned, 
but the war indemnity asked by China from Austria is small, 
coupled with the fact that the Allied countries have been 
considering the advisability of cancelling their war indemnity 
from Austria, andthat China should follow the Allied policy 
in this matter, that China should assume the responsibility 
for the repayment of the Austrian loan which is a large one 
although there is no money to meet this obligation. The 
payment of the Austrian loan is receiving the attention of | 
the fimancial authorities. 


- | 4. The salt surplus has. been earmarked for the repay- 


ment of the short term loans to the various Chinese banks. 
These loans have been paid up, and the Short Term Domestic 
and Foreign Debt Commission has examined them and 
declared them to have beenctleared up. They amounted to 
$59,050,000. Besides the repayment of the loans by the 
conversion of the securities into ready cash, the amount of 
money returned by means of the Eight Percent Bonds was 
$35,000,000 and there is still a capital sum of $23,500,000 to 
be returned, There are loans not s¢cured on the salt surplus, 
the terms for their repayment being due and the rate of 
their interest being high. They are listed together with the 
unpaid loans secured on the salt surplus in Tables E and F, 
and efforts should be made to improve them.

A group of military buccaneers have been engaged in the 
busy game of personal profit and selfish aggrandizement. 
Troops are maintained for the protection of their paymasters, 
and the people take but a passing interest, Go 
venues are turned into private incomes, and the free retention 
of revenues for personal administration on the part of 


officials makes the controlling government finally forgotten 


by the provincial heads, hence the collapse of the 
government as the controlling central organ of China. 


With the Chinese people showing no interest and with 
foreign Powers following a hands-off policy, this group of 
unscrupulous militarists are proceeding at a feverish rate 
in the task of national destruction which they have done 
marvellously well within the comparatively short time of 
their existence. The situation as it stands t is in every 
sense of the word tragical. Three direful forces are 
contributing to undermine China’s prestige as a nation, and 
these are: (1) An incompetent and corrupt officialdom of 
the old school which should have been retired from Peking 
long ago. These people are Playing all kinds of tricks 
with the Republic of China and the only thing that can be 
bogieney expected from them as long as th 
job is perpetual anarchism in China. (2) en, parading 
as super-beings of the Military school who are dominati 
the country form the principal stumbling block to any rea 
progress in China. Tuchuns, Governors, Administrators 
of Military Affairs, Generals, commanders, and whatever 
they may style themselves, are all members of the 
Military group, and they rightly deserve a fate on public 
guillotines for the harm re have done China and her 
people. Their soldiers are the fiercest robbers in China, 
and militarists are directly responsible for their actions 
either through their mismanagement of the otherwise fine 
troops or on account of their holding back the pay of 
soldiers so that their-own pockets can be filled, (3) 
Bandits and looting soldiery who have enjoyed a free 
field since the coming of the selfish militarists. Legions 
of outlaws are practically everywhere in the country, and 
the indifference of the militarists who are supposed to be

_ spite of ‘all efforts to get his release from the hands of 


bandits. who. made his release conditional upon the govern- 
ment. accépting tris various demands, died as a result of his 
imprisonment, The same fate is just as liable to befall the 
foreigners-. today as happened a few years ago. The 
gravity of the situation in Honan from which place 


foreigners are compelled to flee and evacuate. resulted in a 


mass .meeting in Hankow, and the large attendance and 
resolutions adopted and steps subsequently taken to enforce 
same all indicate that an action. of protest on the part of 


_ foreign nationals in China has been aroused which is destined 
_ to’ dead’ to something more than assurance of protection 
~~ besides the release of foreigners. The indignation voiced at 


the mass meeting was of such a serious nature that unless 


- “something is done China herself to set her house in 


order, she will be called upon by outside nations to solve a 
serious and painful problem. — 


. The next day after the mass meeting, Chinese citcles in 
Hankow got excited at the action of protest by foreigners. 
Press comments and. news discussions at once turned their 
attention to this question: “What Will Happen After This 
Protest Meeting?” Opinions were also expressed that 


“eventually the same tragedy of the 1900 Boxer Uprising would 


come to pass. In other words international forces would be 


sent. to China to effect the release of foreign captives in | 
Honan. Others prophesied that this movement would lead — 


to actual foreign intervention in China. 


The Central China Commercial News under the date of 
November 17, comments on the meeting with these headings: 
“A Special Warning to the Chinese Government by Foreign 
Residents of Hankow,” “The Privileges Obtained from the 
Washington Conference Shall Be Lost on Account of 
Brigandage in Honan,” and “Let Militarists Who Keep 
Soldiers and Permit Bandits to Terrorize Inhabitants Be 
Aroused to. Their Senses.” The Xvo Min Hsin Pao editor writes 
that now that foreigners have begun to take drastic action to 


have their wrongs redressed, is it not necessary that the 


Chinese people should join in at this time in orderto work 
out their own salvation? If the Chinese people take no action 
this time, the country is sure to suffer much graver conse- 
quences. The Kiang Shen Pao says: ““Though there are large 
armies in China, they are trained for the purpose of civil 
strife only. Honan is the center of a large military clique, 
and yet brigandage is so prevalent and so violent that after 
the lapse of a long time it has not been quelled. Now protests 
from foreigners have begun to be made. Is it possible for 


the Chinese government to pay no attention to this vigorous 
protest from foreigners?” 


The largest Chinese organization, the Associated Cham- 


bers of Commerce is also influenced by this movement on 


the part of foreigners. This organization is bound to gather 
_ strength and support throughout the country as it begins 


to work out the great task that is before them, a question of 
self preservation. Among all Chinese parties moved by 
this action and led to respond to it, the Associated National 
Chamber of Commerce of China which is now holding its 
annual conference in Hankow is undoubtedly the most 
important organization in taking the lead to outline a 
program for China’s self-preservation and is going to bring 
far reaching and effective results. Delegates fram about 
seventy Provinces are now in Hankow. fing com- 
mercial interests from all parts of ‘China. hil 
divided and sub-divided politically,

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A strongly worded telegram was immediately sent to 


“Loyangfu, Paotingfu and Peking informing the so-called 


warlords of North China of the grave situation developin 

in Honan, and reminding them of the urgent necessity o 

bringing about changes for the better, It was also intimated 
in the telegram that foreign intervention will come if the 
government fails to settle things speedily and quickly turn to 
work out stability inthe country. Not only Peking govern- 
ment circles are urged to come to terms amongst themselves, 


~. but also all provincial militarists have been circularized b 


the National Chambers to put aside their differences an 
mind their duties. 


Later discussions lead to what may become a nationa 
campaign, and the objective is to awaken interest throughout 
the country toward the question of settlement of the internal 
troubles of China. At this writing it looks as if the question 
has been taken in earnest by the commercial delegates now 
assembling in Hankow, and if the good work which is being 
started is carried through with rigidity and steadiness, some 
good will be accomplished at least, if not a deep-seated 
revolution of the present order. 


The national program for reforms in China which is . 


being formulated by the Associated National Chambers 
includes the question of taking drastic action through the 
National Association in order to bring about changes to 
better conditions in China. The following program has been 
outlined for execution: 


: (1) Abolition of Militarism. A Disarmament Committee 
will be named to consist of four members. This group of 
representatives will interview Tuchuns and militarists and 
bring home to them the necessity of vigorous plans for 


disbanding troops in China at once. It was felt that only . 
citizens of national renown and unquestionable popular 


confidence should be elected, and after considerable 
discussion the following names were suggested: Huang 
Yen-pei, president of the National Educational Association : 
C. C. Nieh, former president of the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce of Shanghai; David Z. T. Yui, general secretary 
of the National: Y. M. C. A. and chairman of th: Shantun 


Rehabilitation Committee; and Dr. Monling Chiang, one o 


Chinese “People’s Delegates” to the Washington Conference. 

(2) Establishment of the Constitution. Strong pressure 
should be brought to bear on the government to urge the 
speedy adoption of a national constitution and the establish- 
ment of a stable government based on the constitution. It 
also should be pointed out to the governmentshat hereafter 
due respect must. be paid to foreign sentiments as expressed 
in foreign legation circles. It was also decided that 
further steps must be taken in order to stir up a movement 


whereby the strength of public opinion in China may be > 


utilized to enforce the various reformation plans. | 


(3) Supervision of China’s Finances. The Chinese 
Bankers’ Associations should be urged to organize a strong 


- and effective agency so as to supervise China’s revenues and 


see to their administration. 

In order to carry out effectively the above plans, it was 
agreed that an appeal should be made to foreign Powers 
with these two requests. First, the importation of arms by 
nationals of various Powers must he checked by their home 
Reroremnants. Secondly, when the agency for supervisin 

inese finances is well organized, foreign Powers shoul 
assist in the popular movements by refraining from making 
further loans to the Chinese government. 

The results of the Conference including the various 


~ resolutions passed have been communicated to the government 


at Peking, Tuchuns and militarists as well as the foreign 
legations. It was also decided that further steps should be 
taken to start a movement whereby the strength of public 
opinion in China would be utilized to enforce the various 
reformation plans. | 
This movement is worth watching. The immediate 
result of the campaign if it is put through with vigor will 
a China forward on her way toward government evolution. 
hrough the campaign a forceful revolution of sentiments 
will be brought about, a revolution which will arouse public 
sentiments toward national questions. An enlightened 
public opinion will be created which may eventually lead 
China to better days. aes 
_ Once this movement actually -starts, foreign sympathy 
will unquestionably rally to the assistance of the Chinese. 
All intelligent citizens of China will come forward. The 
only question that remains is whether chambers of 
commerce of China will give the steady vigor which is 
required. This is the time when something must be done 


to emancipate the Chinese people from the yoke of~ 


Militarism, If China is to stand as a nation, all Chinese 
eople and.well wishers of China must stick to it strenuous- 
y. Foreign sympathy, and perhaps cooperation in this 
connection will be rewarded with concrete results for the 
benefit of China.

Chinese Friendship for 
the United States? 


By JOHN HART 


for the United States is due to a choice of lesser evils, 

in considering. the world Powers, rather than to 
genuine friendship for America and the Americans is a fact 
that is being constantly pressed home to those Americans 
who live in China or who are closely connected with the 
Asiatic Republic. The average Chinese is pro his own 
pocket and antiall else. In many ways the United States has 


§ ae a large part of China’s much vaunted friendship 


done moreto fill Chinese pockets, or rather to keep them | 


from being rifled, than has any other nation. The resultant 
“ friendship ’’ comes not so much from gentine love or 
gratitude, but from the hard common sense of the Chinese 
that he profits most where America is concerned. 


Such a statement; naturally, is resented by the many 
friends China possesses in the United States, or certainly by 
the many Americans who are friends of China from purely 
sentimental reasons. Many of these “ friends’’ know no- 
thing about the nation and the people on whom they so 
freely bestow their friendship. Others are friendly to China 


because they are primarily antagonistic to Japan, and they -- 


feel that this fits in with their Japanese attitude. 


It is not meant for one minute to argue against Sino- 
American friendship. In regarding the Far East, nothin 
could be more desirable, and there are few Americans inde 
who would not and do not do all within their power to 


iurther this friendship. It is only right, however, that the. 


situation should be regarded from the cold-blooded viewpoint 
of concrete facts. There are few men acquainted with 
the facts who could honestly and sincerely say that the 
Chinese is pro-American. In order to stay within the bounds 


of truth, he could go no further than to say that the Chinese 


is not anti-American when his attitude toward other 
nationals is taken into consideration. 


This fact is constantly being brought home to the . 


American who makes his home and his livelihood in China, 
When the Chinese favors the American, he does so because 
it is to his own advantage. That is all that any American 
has any right to ask and it is his business to increase the 
advantage if he wants the trade and friendship of China, but 
nothing is gained and much is lost by the repeated utterances 
and protestations of Chinese who hope to profit in some way 
by perpetuating the myth that China considers America her 
friend because of sentimental reasons. 


It is futile to quote any Chinese newspaper as accurately 
representing the public opinion of the nation. None does. 
It is interesting, however. to get the trend of educated and 
semi-educated Chinese thought from their columns. The 
Ching Pao, for instance, has just printed an editorial regard- 
ing the return to Peking of John Jay Abbott, vice-president 
of the Continental and Commercial Bank of Chicago, who 
failed to collect even the interest due on his ‘bank's loan to 
China last year. The loan was not political, but commercial 
in nature, 

The Ching Pao makes the interesting point that this, and 


other American, loans must be met, because it is to China’s 


advantage to doso. Naturally, it is to the advantage of any 
debtor, be it a nation or an individual, to meet his obligations 
when due and so maintain his credit. But it is not primarily 
in the interests of China’s fair name that the Céing Pao 
would have the loan met, but rather in order to sow discord 
of a sort among China’s other creditors and so prevent inter- 
national financial control forthe Republic. China's friend- 


ship for the United States is merely her friendship for 
herself. 


“The financial relations between our country and 
America,”’ reads the Ching Pao, ‘‘are not intimate. When 
we compare the debts to America with those owed Japan, 
Great Britain and France,the Americans’ debts are only a 
small amount. Consequently America has never treated us 
harshly. Her disinterestedmess has certainly prevented the 


— countries from doing as they wished in regard to 
ina.

E have been established in Shanghai for more than half a century, and looking 
back on that record of unbroken service we feel proud of it. From the 
smallest of beginnings we have grown into one of the largest manufacturing 

concerns of its kind in the Far Kast. The foundation of our business really dates 

from 1866, when a German physician opened a small dispensary primarily intended 
to meet special medical needs, but the demands made on it were so many ana varied 
that, after a short time, it was deemed expedient to convert it into a regular pharmacy. 

For nearly forty years the pharmacy ficurished as a private enterprise, keeping pace 

with the ever-expanding commercial life of Shanghai. In 1905, however, the 

direction of the business was undertaken by a Limited Company, and thus began a 

new epoch in our history. Until 1909 the activities of the Company were carried on 

in the cffices and pharmacy on Nanking Road, and a small rented godown, but in 
that year a piece of land was acquired in Ward Road for building purposes. Twelve 
months later saw the erection of our first factory. Here were installed 
machinery and appliances for the preparation of drugs and various pharmaceutical 
articles. In 1913 a laboratory, quarters fcr the factory menager, and a large godown 
were added. These latter premises were finished just as the Great War broke out, 
and the facilities they afférded enabled “‘Kofa’’ to be practically independent of 
imported medicines. Proprietary medicines and many other articles difficult to 
obtain cn account of the ccnditions in Europe and America were manufactured. This 
deiermined the way of future develofment, and many of such preparations, the 
manufacture of which was practically forced upon us through war-time necessities, 
have proved so successful that they are at present made on a much larger scale. 

1916 witnessed further extension, and a special building for alcohol preparations, 

tinctures, extracts, etc., was erected on additional Jand purchased. In 1919a number 

of American and Chinese capitalists took over the ccncern, and it was decided 

immediately to increase the capital. buy a further fifteen mow of land, and erect a 

new large laboratory, factories, and godowns for storing raw material and finished 

and imported products. It took almost two years to complete these buildings, the

Woman Author Arrives to Study Chinese 
omen 


Mrs. Ernest Thompson Seton 


Mrs. Ernest Thompson Seton. noted writer, and wife of 
Thompson Seton, naturalist, arrived in Shanghai last week 
from America on a general tour of the Orient. Mrs. Seton 
proceeded to Peking for several weeks after which she will 
go to Southern China. She is collecting material for a book 
to be devoted to life in t’: Orient, especially dealing with 
the progress made by Oriental women. 


Mrs. Seton has spent the greater part of her life, (out- 
side the fact’she is a dutiful wife and mother), as organizer 
and director of women in clubs, war work, woman suffrage, 
Council of National Defence, girls’ scout movement. and 
comes to study the advance made by the women of the 
Orient. Mrs. Seton plans to collect sufficient material to 
publish another book similar in scope to “ A Woman Tender- 
foot,’’ which was published in 1900. 


In addition to being a writer Mrs. Seton is a book de- 
signer and lecturer. For a short time she was engaged in 
newspaper work in Paris. and afterwards began to design 
book covers and title pages. She has also served as junior 
partner in the firm of Seton and Company for twenty-six 

ears. 

Mrs, work has acquainted her with 'the women 
of many lands. and according to her the organization of 
the women in Egypt is the most remarkable. At the time 
when the Nationalist party of Egvpt incited and carried on 
open rebellion to the government, the necessary suppression 
of their activities resulted in the imprisonment and exile of 
its leader. It was at this time that the Egyptian women came 
out of purdah and took up the mantles of their husbands 
and since then much welfare work has been carried on by 
the women of that country.

Judge C. S. Lebingier of the U. S. Court for China,

Day address at the Nanking Community Services. 


In Judge Lobingier’s address he spoke of Thanksgiving 
Day—its feature, history and utility. One of the outstanding | 


features of Thanksgiving anniversary is, it is the oldest 
holiday, and the only one which did not originate in America 
itself. Like Easter, but unlike all national observances, 


pointed out Judge Lobingier, it has no fixed date but is a - 


movable festival. Judge Lobingier then traced the history, 
of Thanksgiving Day gave a description of the landing of the 
ilgrims, told how the custom spread, and its utility. “While 
Thanksgiving Day is patriotic it is also religious, and while 
national it is likewise cosmopolitan in its character and 
origin.

As we survey the 
experience of the passing twelve months we shall find that 
our estate presents very muchto justify a nation-wide and 
most sincere testimony of gratitude for the bounty which 
has been bestowed upon us. Though we have lived in the 
shadow of the hard consequences of great conflict, our 
country has been at peace and has been able to contribute 
toward the maintenance and. perpetuation of peace in the 
world, We have seen the race of mankind make gratifyin 
progress on the way to permanent peace, toward order an 
restored confidence in its high destiny. 

For the divine guidance which has enabled us in growing 
fraternity with other peoples to attain so much progress, 
for the bounteous yield which has come to us from the 


resources of our soil and our industry, we owe our tribute

The Week in the Far East 


(Covering the period from Wednesday, November 22, to 
Wednesday, November 29.) 


What is expected tocause acomplete disruption in the 
political situation in Peking with regard to the Loyang and 
Paoting factions struggling for power, isthe case of the 
Finance Minister’s arrest which has taken on a more serious 
attitude during the lapse of time herein covered. That, with 
the news announcing the impeachment of Wang Chung-huai 
and Dr. Wellington Koo by Parliament from the House, has 
occupied the forefront of attention of news in the Far East. 
The situation in Fukien and Canton seems to remain the 


same, Japan seems concerned over the fact that Bolshevism 


is extending itself toward her country with the absorption of 
the Far Eastern Republic, and events in the Philippines seem 
practically on the level. | 


Serious political developments in the Capital this 
week are the culmination of the incident of the arrest 
of the Finance Minister Lo Wen-kan. Various opinions 
are being expressed on this important issue and a late 
dispatch on November 26, states that all of the Wang Cabinet 
except two had resigned, the Ministers of Agriculture and 
War staying, and had returned to prison. General 

sao Kun has expressed indignation condemning the 
action of Dr. Lo Wen-kan in strong terms and circulat- 
ed a telegram to that effect.

‘In resuming the office of president, I resolved to fight 
the evils in the government, especially those pertaining to 
malpractice in connection with the finances, On the 18th 
instant, the Speaker and Vice-Speaker of the House of Re- 
Presentatives, together with witnesses, called on me bringing 
evidence in the form of a contract and letter containing the 
Parliamentary seal, to prove the misconduct in office of Lo 
Wen-kan in connection with the Austrian loan.

The despatch carrying the report of the Wang and Koo 
impeachment from Parliament contained the following 
news: 


Three hundred and one members were present in the 
House of Representatives today. The chairman, Wu Ching- 
lien, presided. A motion to impeach Dr. Wang Chung- 
huai and Dr. Wellington Koo on the ground that they too 
part in the signing of the so-called Austrian Loan was 
brought forward and carried by 262 votes against 39. The 
House is now going on with the impeachment of the judicial 
anthorities. 


A further summary of the bandit situation in Honan is 
contained in. a Chung Mei News Service report which says there 
is a tacit admission that Peking has forgotten the protest 
from the legations regarding same: 


It is tacitly admitted that the Peking government has 
forgotten the protest of the joint Ministers over the continued 
captivity of the foreigners in Honan. Reports have come 
up from the South during the week indicating that the 
military heads are bestirring themselves but Peking officially 
knows nothing now about the matter. In the meantime the 
foreign residents in those districts continue to wonder what 
next is going to happen. Rolf Breen, the five-year-old boy 
who was captured with his father at Loshan, is still in the 


hands of the bandits when the last letter left Hankow. The 


Lutheran United Mission, to which the Breens belong, have 
sent three representatives to Singyangchow to attempt to 
enter into negotiations with the brigands with a view to 
secure the release especially of the little boy. However, they 
have wired back that without pressure from Peking littl 
can be accomplished. | 


It is reported that C. T. Wang and the staff of the 
Shantung Rehabilitation Commission have expressed deep 
disgust at the criticism which has been hurled against them 
by the job hunting Chinese politicians, who have denounced 
them for drawing their pay without earning it. Dr. Wan 
points instance after instance which requires long hours o 
work following the subsequent meetings of the Sino-Japanese 
Conference, and especially with the time drawing near when 
the actual transfer of Tsingtao is to take place. 


In Shanghai during the week under review a most 
impressive incident took place, that of the memorial service 
being held in honor of the late Dr. Wu ‘Ting-fang, at the 
home of his son. Large crowds of foreigners and Chinese 
assembled to pay tribute and brought with them laurels and 
wreaths of flowers and scrolls telling of the high esteem 
in which Dr. Wu was held by all Chinese, representing 
commercial as well as official life. a 


Reports from Canton state that owing to the unrest in 
Kwangsi, the Canton authorities have declared martial law 
and a search is instituted on all vessels entering port, as well 
as telegrams and mails are subject to censorship. Another 
report, according to the South China Morning Post, Hongkong 
concerns the fact that atthe urgent telegraphic request of 
the Canton government, the Anglo-French Syndicate, has 
agreed to pay the first instalment of £500,000 of the Currency 
loan, within one week instead of three weeks as former! 
proposed. This is due to the fact that the Kwangtung Rank 
notes have depreciated. | 


Further despatch agencies state that attacks are being 

pisnees on Canton and that it is authentically reported, that 

y order of Sun Yat-sen, two generals who have recently 
arrived at Hongkong, have formed plans to this effect. 


Japan seems to be concerning herself over the fact that 
Bolshevism is spreading to her country which comes as a 
result of the absorption of the Far Eastern Republic by 
Moscow. Another issue over which Japan has expressed 
indignation is the U. S. Court ruling in connection with the 
Ozawa case, which she terms as an insult to Japan. The 
Chugai Shogyo, had the following comment : 


The written reasons for the decision given by the 
American Supreme Court denying the right of naturalization 
to the Japanese have been made public by the Foreign Office 
and this has made the matter very clear. All the anti- 
Japanese laws hitherto enacted in various American states 
were drawn up on the eres that the Japanese are not 
eligible to naturalization. With all sorts of oppression 
already exercised upon the Japanese in America ip matter of 
legislation, therefore, the decision of the American Supreme 
Court does not add to the loss of the Japanese. Indeed, very 
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few expected in view of the anti-Japanese sentiment among 
the Americans, that any favorable decision would be given. 
Such being the case, it is no wonder the news of the 
unfavorable decision has been received by the Japanese 
generally with comparative coolness.

An Attempt to Analyze, by Walter Lipmann. New York: Harcourt, 
Brace and Company: 1922, 


FTER a dozen years of experience, as. a student and 

A instructor in philosophy and psychology, a news- 

gatherer for magazines and papers, as a politician and 

a military intelligence officer, Walter Lipmann has written his 

views on what is called “ Public Opinion.” His book is hailed 

as the first attempt to analyze public opinion as it exists 
under modern conditions, . 


The author has no regard for the merits of public opinion 
as it exists in the individual mind. From personal experience, 
he relates the manner in which events are variously seen, 
interpreted, reported, published and broadcasted, and then the 
effect produced on the variously educated, prejudiced, and 
otherwise limited minds by which they are read. Very clear- 
ly he establishes his assertion that there is a world of 
difference between what actually is and what public opinion 
generally holdsto be. It is rather a disconcerting revelation, 
but an undeniable one. : 


Very aptly, the author goes on from his analysis of 
public opinion, on which democracy rests, at least theoretical- 
ly, and discusses the farce and gravity of the situation. In 
concluding, Mr. Lipmann emphasizes the need for scientific 
and statistical information to lessen the gap between reality 
and belief. . 


_ While the book may be of particular interest to the man 
in public life and the journalist, it cannot fail to interest 
vitally every newspaper reader, even every conversationalist, 
for it bears home an uplifting message against forming hasty

LOoBINGIER, J.: 

This is an action to recover the possession of 
certain real property situated in the city of Chinkiang 
with damages for its alleged wrongful detention. 


The original pleading contains as its first averment 
that the plaintiffs are a Chinese family composed of a body 
of individuals known and styled as the Hsu Wen Hwa Tang.” 


Defendant now interposes a demurrer on the 
grounds inter alia “that the plaintiffs have no legal 
Capacity to sue” and “that there is a defect of 
parties plaintiff.” 

Authority for the above quoted averment is 


claimed in the following provision: 

“When two or more persons associated in any business 
transact it under a common name, they may sue and be sued 
therein regardless of whether it includes their individual 
names, but the latter must be disclosed upon demand of the 
adverse party.” + 


Z It is not alleged, however, that plaintiffs are 
associated in any business.’’ It is, indeed, averred 
that during the month of August, 1919, the said 
plaintiffs were the owners’ of the land in question 
but whether they owned it jointly or in severalty is 
not alleged nor does it appear from the Chinese deeds 
attached as exhibits. In fact we have not been able 
to find in any of these exhibits a single reference to 
the name which plaintiffs have here adopted nor 
anything to connect. them with this property. We do 


find, however, a phrase like this in nearly every deed: 
“The vendor declares that prior to this selling, this land 
has not been owned by any relative or member of family 
either partially or totally.” (Ex. J.) 


This indicates that it is quite possible for a 
relative of plaintiffs to have had an interest in the 
land which would not be barred by a judgment against 
plaintiffs. But defendant is entitled to meet in this 
proceeding all who share plaintiffs’ claim of title so 
that the issues will not need to be relitigated here. 

The code provision above quoted was not in- 
tended to authorize loose pleading nor to repeal the © 
ordinary requirements governing the joinder of 
parties. It was designed merely to reach the special — 
case where persons are “associated in any business.” 
In all other cases the old rule prevails that “all the 
parties to an action should appear in it, as plaintiffs 
or defendants and by their individual names,” * unless 
“it is impracticable to bring them all before the 
court’”’ in which case a special form of representation 
is permitted. * It is not alleged that such is the case 
here nor who, if any one, 1s authorized under 
Chinese law to represent the family nor do we find 
anything in the case ‘cited by plaintiffs’ counsel 
which tends to support their pleading.
